Tentative plans for disbursing the. 


subsidy of a maximum of two cents R 
pound on Bimkheacl allotment cotton 
call for a stcorid payment early in the 
spring, and a third August 1, 1936. 


Much of the crop will have moved 


intc market channels by December 15. 
and that payment will be by far the 
heaviest. 


The subsidy payments will equal the 


difference between 12 cents and the 
average price of midling %-inch cot- 
ton the clay the cotton is sold. The 
Farm Administration expects lo pub- 
lish the daily average price at the 10 
spot markets when the disbursing ma- 
chinery has been approved.
